Abusive Postal Cards. 

WASHINGTON, August 20.—With a view to 
affion ding relief to persons who receive abu- 
tive and annoying postal cards through the 
mails the following general instructions to 
Postmasters wil] soon be issued from the

twelve and one-half inches from the external 
surface of the last incision. 
This facilitates the drainage and cleansing of 
the deeper part of the wound, but has 
not been followed by avy increase 
in quantity of pus discharge. The large 
pus cavity Which had formed in the immedi- 
ate vicinity of the broken rib is filling up 
with healthy granulations, and the original 
pointof entrance, as far as that cavity, has 
healed. |

APPALLING ACCIDENT. 


Many Lives Lost by the Explosion of 
a Fugboat Boiler. 

CHICAGO, August 20.—At 6 o’clock this 
morning the tugboat A. B. Ward, while 
astern ofthe barge Adams on its way out, 
and onthe river between Clark and Lasalle 
streets, exploded its boiler. Five men were 
aboard of the iil-fated craft 1t the time of 
the catastroppe. These were: Capt. T. 8S 
sutier, Engineer Ole Wilson, better known 
as Ole  OQOleson; William McDonah, 
a deck hand; Mike McDonald, tire- 
man, and Fred Whitaker, cook. Two tugs 
were in charge ofthe Adams. The forward 
one had just passed through the Clark street 
bridge, on the north side of the bridge pier, 
and the bafge was just entering the channel 
when tbe explosion occurred. Atthis moment 
the A. B. Ward was a Jengthb ahead of the 
barge and the length of its tow-iine west of 
(lark street. The concussion Was so great the 
immense boiler of thetug was fired like a 
bullet into the boat-house under 
the nortb end of the bridge, where it lies 
now, high and dry. The captain of the tug, 
Mr. Frank Butler, was blown through the air 
in the same direction and fel] mangled on the 
deck of the barge Adams. Nearly the whole 
of the tug’s Geck was blown off. The tug 8S. 
V. Taylor was about 200 feet astern of the 
wrecked vessel, and in a minute was at its side. 
Mike McDonald, tireman, and Fred Whitaker, 
the cook, were found clinging to the wreck 
and taken off. A yaw] boat astern of the 
barge Adams that contained a sailor had been 
split in twain, and the occupant, a Greek, was 
a'so taken from the water bv Taylor, and 
witbin three minutes of the rescue of there 
survivors the wreck of the Ward sank where 
it exploded. The Adams was towed to State 
street bridge and docked and Cap- 
tain Butler taken ashore. <A _ cursory 
examination of bis injuries showed them to 
be fatal. The back of bis skull was fractured 
andfrom tbe moment he struck upon the 
deck of the Adams he did not utter aword. 
His senseless body was tenderly carried 
asbore, placed in a wagon and hastily driven 
tohis home. The injuriestothe other sur- 
vivors were not apparently serious, althouch 
for a time .so covered were they 
with scalds and coal dust that 
it was not possible to make an examination. 
Mike MeDonald bad bis wrist torn and was 
-omewbat bruised and scalded, but was able 
after bavine been washed and the wounds 
dressed to walk away without assistance. 
Fred Whitaker, the cook, was scald 
slightly in different partsof his person. He 
was alsoabletotake care of himself. The bodie- 
of Olesonand Wm. MeDonald have not yet 
been recovered and aresupposed to be en- 
tangled in the vessel’s wreck. All the killed 
bad children. The Ward was the property 
of Jobn Crawford and of T. S. Butler, the 
injured captain. She was_valned by her 
owners at 46,000 and was nof insured,

LONDON, August 20.—In the Commons to- 
day the Attorney-General moved for the ap- 
pointment of a royal commission to inquire 
inte the alleged corrupt practices at Wigon.

, IRISH EXPENSES. 

LONDON, August 20.—In the House of 
Commons last night during the debate on the 
vote for the salary of the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, Parnell said he thought Forster was 
more detested by the large body of Lrish peo- 
ple than any of his predecessors, on account 
of the mode in which he administered not 
only the coercion act, but the general law of 
the country. With regard tothe future he 
said if the land bill brought about substan- 
tial abatement of rent, the Irish people, be 
thought, would make the best of it, and 
use it a8 an instrument for the attain- 
ment of a complete land reform. Dawson, 
Redmon and Barry, Llrish members, joined 
in condemning Forsterin language more or 
less strong, Barry declaring Forster’s name 
was held in execration and that he had work- 
ed the coercion act to stifle the Land League 
on a vote for law charges and costs of crimi- 
nal prosecutions. Parnell severely criticized 
the recent crown. prosecutions in Ireland. 
l{ealey and others sharply attacked the con- 
duct of the liish stipendiary magistrates. 
The lrish estimates have been «disposed of 
with the exception of five items. Among these 
is a vote for the constabulary, 

DAVITT’S ARREST. 

LONDON, August 20.—In the Commons 
to-day Parnell, in calling attention to the re- 
arrest of Michael Davitt and moving for his 
release from imprisonment, said it was cur- 
rently believed that Davitt was arrested be- 
cause he called Forster ‘*Mr. Outrage Fors- 
ter’? in a speech. Parnell said it was the 
meanest, most contemptible act ever com- 
mitted by any Government, 

Harcourt, Home Secretarv, justified the 
arrest of Davitt. He said Davitt had returned 
to Ireland asan avowed Fenian,and used lan- 
guage which no fgovernmentin the world 
could tolerate. The Home Secretarv 
incidently stated he had often vainly tried to 
edtain a disavowal of Fenianism from the 
Irish members of the House who supported 
the Land League. He intimated they could 
not disavow the views of those who are sup- 
plying the funds from America. 

DEFEATED. 

LONDON, August 20.—In 
this afternoon Parnell’s motion for the 
release of Davitt was defeated by 62 
to 19. The House then resumed 
consideration of the business in law of sup- 
ply. If the House is unable to conclude the 
business of supply to-day parliament cannot 
be prorogued the 27th inst.

FURY OF THE FLAMES. 


A Kentucky Town Almost Entirely De- 
stroyed—Killed by Lightning. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 20.—The Courier 
Journal special from Richmond, Ky., says 
A fire broke out at 9:30 o’clock last night io 
Irvine, the county seat of Estill, and destroyed 
ail the business portion of tbe place 
except three stores on tbe opposite 
side of the street. The Irvine Hotel}, 
Shepherd House, Keller’s livery 
stable, Shepherd House livery’ stable, 
Powell’s drug store, Conroy’s warerooms, 
storebouse and dwelling, Bergman’s dry 
goods und grocery store, Butterworth’s gro- 


cery and tin shop, Friend’s dry goods store, 
are a tota! loss with contents, except perhaps 
Powell and Bergman’s goods or a portion of 
them. The fire was evidently the work of 
an incendiarv, as there had been no fire 
in the warerooms for three _ vears. 
The lossis estimated at 360,000 or $75,000, 
with but little insurance. Itis feared that 
the town will be a long time in rebuilding.

A gentieman from Alien county, who 
chanced to be in the city yesterday, tells an 
interesting story of a romantic runaway 
matcb which is now being extensively can- 
vassed in that part of the State.

The general prejudice against snakes which 
has been entertained by mankind ever since 
the little affair in the Garden of Eden bas un- 
doubtedly been unfavorable to their accurate 
mensuration. There is an arithmetical ideal- 
itv in all accounts of them—they may be re- 
garded as the very poetry of feet and inches. 
When one has seena “pesky sarpent’’ itis 
easier and more natural to add _ to his length 
than to spoil the sublimity of the report by 
tamely whittling it down. So when a nest of 
snakes has been observed, the number may 
just as well be placedat two hundred as at 
twenty. What is the use of running so much 
risk if the party encountering it is not allow- 
ed to tell his own story in his own way? 

Many rural sojourners will see snakes this 
summer. Our advice (forthe sake of good 
paragraphs) is that they be reported as long 
and as numerous as possible. At one time we 
thougbt that sharks would beat all the rest 
of creation this summer, and certainly in the 
matter of swallowing rabbits whole the 
shark might give any snake points; but the 
snake stories are coming in so many and so 
starving that the sharks are nowhcre, and s0, 
possibly, sometimes are the snakes. 


MAN’S INHUMANITY. 


Horrible Treatment of a Sailor on 
Board an English Ship. 
Quebec Special to Chicago Tribune. 

The Chronicle publishes the following ad- 
ditional particulars ofthe case of alleged 
murder at sea: A few days ago we publish- 
ed the story given bya sailor of the fearful 
cruelty practiced by the mate and others on 
board a British ship, from the effects of 
which it was alleged that one man had al- 
ready died. We are now in receipt of a great 
deal more iniormation on this subject, 
which has been obtained entirely from men 
who came out on the vessel. The ship has 
pot been in this port this season, but has dis- 
charged her cargo at one of the ports below. 
it is reported that the crew was short- 
panded, and that one poor fellow 
in particular owas fearfully ill-used 
on board for having shipped as an A B with- 
out the necessarv qualincations for the work. 
He was strung by the thumbs until his toes 
only touched the deck, and when he would 
yell with pain, caused by his terrible treat- 
ment,an iron belaying-pin was put across 
bis mouth and tied behind his head and 
lightened by means of another pin run 
through tbe cord and twisted under. His 
eyes would almost fall out on his cheeks; 
then he was bared and beaten by the second 
mate, who the crew siy was the instigator 
of allthis crueltv. This brute in human 
shape repeatedly © kicked and _ beat 
this poor fellow insensible, At 
last the anchor dropped off 
at one of the smaller river ports, and soon 
after they brought two sick sailors ashore, 
one of them being the victim of this cruelty. 
The second mate had charge of them, and in- 
tended bringing them to the Marine Hospital. 
They stopped at the hotel all night, and the 
victim was placed on a mattress on the 
kitcben floor, where it was heartrending to 
hear his ravings with the pain he was sulfer- 
ing and his calls on the Almighty ta take 
him, while his tormentor sat near and, with 
horrible imprecations, told him to shut 
up, etc. Next moraoing he was lifted out 
of the hot kitchen and placed on a mattress 
on a hay-cart,a cold north wind plowing at 
the time and everything wet, as it had 
been raining during the night. Several peo- 
ple around the hotel noticed that he was dy- 
ing, and protested, but the second mate said 
he was fooling, and must go. They had 
hardly gone a mile when the poor fellow’s 
prayer was answered. His soul had fled,and 
he died like a dog by the roadside. The Cor- 
oner, it is said, broughtin a verdict of heart 
disease, and they buried the unfortunate 
sallor in the River Ouelle Cemetery. The sec- 
ond mate proceeded to Quebec with the other 
sick man, and has not been heard of since. 
itis the opinion of the crew and the captain 
that he has cleared out, being scared of being 
brought to justice for the murder of this boy. 
The ship has sailed, we believe, but with- 
out ber usual complement of men. Some 
of the crew deserted, alleging that 
they were afraid of their lives and had been 
half starved intothe bargain. If required by 
the authorities itis probable they can easily 
be found. It certainly does seem as ifthe 
Salacia case was not half so bad as this. Sure- 
ly there is something radically defective in 
the machinery of our criminal procedure 
when such a matter as thisis allowed to be 
clossed over, notwithstanding the attention 
we drew to it some weeks or so ago. It is 
certainly the duty of the Government to in- 
quire Whether any inquest at all has been 
held upon the body of the deceased sailor, 
und if so what efforts were made by the Coro- 
ner holding itto arrive at all the circum- 
stances attending the death of the unhappy 
man.

the First is given in a series of letters from 
thegreat man to Fouche, his Minister of Po- 


ssno and to Cambaceres. These episties, 
said to have been found hy some prying per- 
son in the national archives here, have never 
before been published. In oneof them Na- 
poleon treats of the marriage of Miss Patter- 
son, of Baltimore, with his brother Jerome. 
Writing from Burgos, under date of Novem- 
ber 18, 1898, to his Minister of Foreign Af- 
fuirs, be seems to feel a slight sense of shame 
for the mannerin which he had interfered 
with Miss Patterson’s matrimonial al- 
liance, especially because he had 
received her letter in which she 
definitely renounced her union with 
Jerome. ‘‘Answer Tureau (who was 
then French Ambassador in America), telling 
bim to say that I shall receive Mademoiselle 
Patterson’s son with pleasure, and that I 
will protect him if she likes to send him to 
France; that we will allow him wuiatever 
she may wish; thatshe may count on my 
esteem and desire to be useful toher; that 
when I refused to recognize ber, I was im- 
pelled to that course by considerations of 
high policy, and that Il am now determined to 
open for her son such a career as she thinks 
fitfor him. This affair must be treated with 
as much delicacy as possible and in secret.’’’ 
Fr.m Milan in 1805 he wrote a long letter to 
Foucbe, which illustrates, better than any- 


manner in which he governed the press. It 
seems never to have occurred to him that 
there was anything exceptional in his way of 

suppressing people who dared to criticise his 
campaigns or even to maintain an attitude of 
decent dignity before him. ‘‘l have already 
told you of my intention to establish a censor 
in the Journal d¢s Debats,’”’ he wrote to the 
Police Minister.  ‘*That journal seems to me 
to be going down hill more and more rapidly.” 
‘his was because Bertin dared to disapprove, 
in the mildest manner, of some of the im- 
perial measures. ‘‘One finds oniy old news 
from foreign parts in\its columns. Perbapsit 
might be well ach the feuilleton of this 
paper to the Gazette de France. It 
would also be“most decidedly advantageous 
to get the journal out of the hands of Bertin, 
that agent of treason and intrigue. If the 
thing can not be arranged pleasantly, prepare 
bim for what is likely to occur: for on the 
appearance of the first unfavorsible article I 
will suppress the paper.’’ If there is any- 
thing more astonishing than the insolence of 
this method of proceeding it isthat menshou'd 
have been found willing to submit toit. Na- 
poleon raged against the Parisians because he 
knew that they bore him ill-will: and more 
thantwo generations after the Emperor’s 
death an author named Bertin, in a review of 
the letters of Madame de Remusat, in the De- 
bats of yesterday, cites this fact and ridicules 
Napoleon for his unsuccessful attempt to make 
himself feared by the intellectual people of 
Paris. Who shall say after this that the 
whirligig of time does not bring around re- 
venges? This new series of letters contuiins 
many recommendations by Napoleon to his 
secret agents to spy upon prominent and in- 
fluential men and women; to prevent Mme. 
de Stael from remaining long “in cities 
where the ambassadors residea: to overlook 
her correspondence with the writer Gents, 
Which can be productive of nothing but 
mischbief,?? and to strike with slander and 
scandal at various obnoxious people. He 
tells Fouche, under date of May, 1805, to get 
some articles written about Princess Dol- 

csorouki, ‘‘who allows herself to gossip ina 
most improper manner in Roman society. 

You know that she lived for a long time with 
a certain singer; that her diamonds, 
with which she makes such 
a sensation, came from Potemkin, and are the 
price of hershame. It will be easy for you 

to hear all sorts of stories about her and to 
cover her with ridicule.”” Napoleon was 

angry with the Princess because she was in- 

timate with the Queen of Naples and with 

Madame de Stael. The Count Beugnot, who 
served Napoleon long and faithfully, has given 
us glimpses of the talent of his imperial mas- 

ter for minute detraction, but never showed 

the great captain in the light in which he 

exhibits himself in this and one or two other 

letters. Atthe same time that Napoleonem- 

ployed hundreds of spies in every political] 

and social circie, he had the utmost contempt 

forthem. tle considered them merelv as 

bis creatures, and if one of them dared to 

express an independent opinion, Napoleon 

Wus enraged. ‘**What is this I hear about 

l)——-,”? he writes to his Minister of Foreign 

Affairs, *‘and thé lot of wretched stuff that 

he senus vou? Rid&me of this fellow! Do 

not allow your secret agents to occupy them- 

selves with anything except their “spying. 

Hov long is it since they began to minzle in 

politics? O—~—has no business to know 

whetber my army is wel! or badly placed— 

whether or not I have to ferr coalition of the 

forces Of all nations. Itis absolutely absurd 

that a man who lives ina corner of a world 

should pretend to know what is voing on.”

Reclining in luxurious repose in the chair- 
car, gazing up into the bending blue above 
us, drinkingin the fresh beauty of the land- 
scape through which we are flying—the 
distant bluffs crowned with deep purple 
shadows, the trees mantlec with their shin- 
ing garments of green, shining in the sun- 
light, the gentle slopes of waving grass, the 
wild flowers smiling up in our faces, nod- 
ding us aloving greeting as we pass—makes 
one indeed forget the noise and dyst and heat 
of the fast-receding city, and we imagine 
ourselves in a perfect fairy-land of beauty. 
We are traversing the vast highways and un- 
ending paths of God’s beautiful park, whose 
boundaries circle the globe and which is a 
free and gracious heritage to all earth’s weary 
workers. 

How the dancing sunlight tints our life 
with its own bright hues of blue and gold and 
crimson! How its soft, delicious breeze fans 
away all the dark spectres of anxiety and 
eare from our weary brain! How the fresh 
country air which we inhale in long drawn 
breaths seems avery inspiration of strength 
and vigor, while the gentle motion of the car, 
as its glides along the smooth stee! rails, bids 
gentie slumber to smile upon tired eyes, and 
with the ceaseless hum of its wheels in our 
ears, like the crooning melody of a mother’s 
Jullaby, the eye-lids droop and close,and sleep 
holds us fast in its enchantment. 

But the angry snorting of the engine and 
the impatient hiss of steam cut short our nap, 
and looking up we behold the rugged cliffs 
with their natural masonry of houses, 
domes, turrets and pinnacles, their fantastic 
shaped and jutting projections combining in 
miniature all the grandest styles of archi- 
tecture of ancient or modern times, filling us 
with a kind of reverential awe as we try to 
waze to their dizzy heights, towering so far 
above and beyond us. Then wecatch the 
streem of water as for miles the train follows 
the beautiful Meramec. The rippling stream, 
in whose placid depths is mirrored the green 
foliage of its banks, kissed by drooping wil- 
jows and caressed by the murmuring winds, 
laughs in childlike joy and flings its waves in 
reckless exuberance and glee. Anon we 
dash into the gloom of a tunnel and the sun- 
shine seems indeed radiant as we emerge 
from these cares of darkness. By and by we 
leave behind usthe great forest trees with 
their dark, thick undergrowth and tind our- 
selves ina prairie country with its rash uo- 
dulating swelland rise of its sea of grass, 
with here and there anisie of timber. Per- 
haps next to the ocean these vast expanses of 
prairie, Where for miles and miles there is 


nothing to be seen save sky anid 
earth, fill one with the deepest 
solemnity. Even constant sight does not 


wear away that peculiar feeling which almost 
takes one’sbreath and casts such a weird 
spell over the entire’ being. Missouri 
is indeed a grand State, and as I looked upon 
ail this beauty I thought how many thousands 
of European toilers, working under the hun- 
dred discouragements which attend a dense, 
over-crowded population, military duty, 
monarchical forms of government, will find 
their way to its fair soil, building up happy 
homes and helping usto make the American 
Republic the grandest nation on which the 
sun shines. Alilthese fertile prairies and 
woodlands willinthe near future echothe 
iaugh of little children, and cozy cottages, 
happy homes, elegant mansions and palatial 
residences Will adorn these plains, and many 
a father and mother will count the day 
they landed in America as the 
happiest day of their life. Col- 
umbia opens wide her arms and beckons 
with her soft white handstothe vast muiti- 
tude across the ocean, Whose Weary eyes are 
turning westward, and all who will can find 
shelteron berbosom, and how .eagerly they 
are flocking tothis refuge. 

Perhaps tothe railways morethan toany 
other agency do we owe our large increase ol 
population. With untiring energy they have 
spread the information ofthe wonderful re 
sources of the West, not only inevery part of 
our country, but throughout every nation in 
Europe. They have sent agents to all the 
foreign capitals, who have done faithfui work 
in enlightening these vast populations of the 
inducements our Government offers to imini- 
grants. They have scattered printed matter 
in every language almost by theton. heir 
immense tracts of land they have sold atelow 
prices, bave reduced fares of immigratinz 
parties and by every means have sought to 
people our broad extentof country. This 
they have done directly. Indirectly 
they: have bad a no less mighty influence. 
For civilization ever follows in the trail of the 
locomotive. Fifty years ago pioneer life was 
not onlv one of extreme peril but of hard- 
ship and privation in many ways. There was 
the long,hard journey of many days’ duration 
in the old covered ox-team wevon, N94 ry

stores at which to buy oa arrival, Nearly ali 
home comferts must be foregone, and in the 
midst of the wilderness a log hut Was erected, 
and what few necessary articles bad been 
brought were the only furniture of the checr- 
less dwelling. No books, no carpets, Nn 
jianos, nothing elegant and tasteful, for thi: 
had been sold before starting, for want of 
means of carrying freight. There were no 
peighbors for miles around save the prowllog 


Indians or dangerous animals. No chureh, 
no society, no schools—nothing which we 
deem necessary to a civilized life. Was it 


strange that immigration was feebie and peo- 
ple would endure all ills at home rather then 
move under such circumstances and into such 
an inhospitable country’ 

Now how different. The iron horse has 
gone before and prepared the path, along 
which busy cities, blooming towns and quiet 
villages have sprung up almost by magic. In- 
stead of the tedious, never-ending journey, 
the husband, wife aud little ones form a mer- 
1Vv party in one of our elegant palace cars, are 
flashed awav atthe rate of thirty miles an 
hour, and from their window looking upon 
such a panorama of ever-changtoy beauty of 
hill and dale, mountain and valley, ome ae 
and forest, lake and river, that would of it- 
self be well worth the fare. Iua few short 
days at most, which in the olden time jength- 
ened into many weeks, they reach their des- 
tination, which, instead ef being a bare, des- 
olate wilderness, is a charming little hamlet 
where all the comforts of the Eastern home 
ean be had.

“pd wild animais the stranger fiads 
kcbools and churches and cal- 
tured society. Those coming West 


bring with them all their beautiful home 
adornments and means of culture, and music, 
hooks, clegant furniture and carpets imake 
velant Western as well as Evetern bomes.

PROBABLE MURDER. 


Peyton Likely to Die Fromthe Wounds 
Inflicted by Parker. 


A cutting affray, which will probably resuit 
ina murder, occurred near the corner of 
Fifth street and Christy avenue at 
1:20 o’clock this morning. Officer 
Tom Bova, who was patrolling 
the beat, heard a cry of watch, and 
running *up to the place mentioned found 
Mike Pevton, a baker, lying on the ground 
With «a slash across _ his stomach. 
ile was almost disembowled and 
looked as thougb he would die any 
minute. Somebody standing near pointed 


out the way. The man who did the cutting 
had gone, and Johnny Parker, a well-known 
hard case, was arrested around on Washing- 
ion avenue. He acknowledged that he 
bad stabbed Vevten, giving as a 
reason that the latter had tried 
to *“‘down’’ him. Parker was drunk and 
obstreperous and fought all the way tothe 
Third District Station. The wounded man 
was taken tothe hospital in a dying condi- 
tion. At Il o’clock this morning 
a telegram was received at the 
Third District Station! stating that Peyton 
was very low and might die at any time. 
Parker was then sent down to. the 
hospita! in charge of an of- 
ticer, in order that Peyton 
might identify him and also make his dying 
statement. ‘The prisoner bas been charged 
with murder before, baving killed a man 
named O’Toole ata ball on North Second 
street about four vears ago. 

‘The parties involved in the row have bad 
recoids. Mike Peyton was in limbo last 
May charged with a deadly assault on Ber- 
nard Cassidy at the Artisans’ Hotel 
on Main street. Frank Peyton was in on the 
sume charge. and his case is now before the 
()iwminal Court. The charge in Mike’s case 
wis scaled down to assault and battery,and he 
served a brief teria. Charles Peyton, another 
brother, was only released from jail a few 
davs ago, being confined for malicious tres- 
pass. John Parker, who cut Peyton, belongs 
to the same class. He has been in numerous 
affrays. A grand jury investigated his 
connection with the murder of O’Toole, who 
was killed ata dancein Second street some 
vears ago. O’Toole’ received his death- 
wound after the lights had been turned out, 
and only one witness, the dead man’s wife, 
could testify that Parker did 
the cutting. kor this reason 
the prosecution against him was dropped. 
Paiher is a small man, but a great fighter. 
He carries around only the part of a nose, 
the rest of it having been made a meal of in 
one of his numerous encounters. He hus also 
served «term in the penitentiary for grand 
larceny. 

Serzeanut Sullivan took Johnny Parker 
down to see Peyton at the hospital this morn- 
ine. Peston immediately reoognized him 
and said, “Johnny, von know you cut me.’ 
Jotbnny shook hands wth him, but 
denied it. At the station Parker 
said, **Il was so drunk last night 
that | bardly know what happened. 
We took a arink and then came out in front 
of the saloon apd then got toslugging. I was 
knocked down, and I got out and skinned 
mv knuckles. [ had no knife: never carried 
ove, and | swear to God I never cut Mike. | 
did not run away.

What Representative Men Say of St. 
Louis and Its Progress. 


Great interest is manifested in business cir- 
cles with reference to the comparative state- 
ment of Chicago and St. Louis commercial, 
industrial,municipal and other resources pre- 
pared from the returns of one vear for the 
Commercial Club of this city. The arti- 
cle in last evening’s PosT-DISPATCH 
bearing upon this subject, the 
first publication of the matter, was the theme 
of discussion tbis morning among merchants, 
mapufscturers, bankers and business men 
generally. Some anxiety was expressed on 
all sides touching the publication of the com- 
parative statistics, although there was an 
eager desire on the part of those not identt- 
fied with the Commercia! Bureau or Club 
to ol. tain a clance at the figures. 

It isthe plan or purpose of the club to 
preserve secrecy inthe matter for the pres- 
ent, but an appeal is likely to be made in 
October by the Immigration Society for funds 
to p omote measures for the development of 
the countrv surrounding St. Louis, and an 
array of figures compiled from the Com- 
mercial Club’s statistics showing the volume 
of business to the ratio of population 
surrounding the two cities Chicago and St. 
Louis will then be presented, which will 
show clearly the advantage of surrounding 
population possessed by Chicago. The favts 
in tbis way will crop out, but the printing- 
house entrusted with the work of: preparing 
the tables is under heavy bonds not 
to divulge one word of _ information 
in the matter, and the public 
will not be enlightened by the compiiers of 
the statemert until the fall, when an appeal 
to purse strings will be in order. 

Rufus J. Lackland, President of the Boat- 
men’s Saving Bank, said to « Post-DiIs- 
PATCH reporter this morning: ‘*‘l am a mem- 
ber of the Commercial Club. It is composed 
of sixty men _ representing all the 
different interests here. We meet every 
month and discuss the various matters affect- 
ing the development of St. Louis business. 
We do not admit the press, and the club’s 
work is not advertised through the newspa- 
pers, but the business interests of St. Louis 
enyage its exclusive attention nevertheless, 
and itis wcrking for the public good all ths 
time. During these summer months nothing 
can be done, for our members are away 
from the city, but we shall all get to b:siness 
again in October, and any matter that should 
properly be ventilated concerning theim- 
provement of the city or the development of 
business willthen be brought to the atten- 
tion of the press. As lo this comparative 
statement of Chicago and St. Louis 
business, I have not looked into the figures 
therein very closely, but the business men of 
St. Louis are not deceived. They know pret- 
ty well where we stand and acknow!edge the 
corn. Of course it is absurd to overrate our 
importanca and our wealth and ourresources. 
The solid men here, however, are not led 
awav by all this kind oftalk and print. Fair 
advantace has beentaken of our natural re- 
sources after all, and I look chiefly in the fu- 
ture to the devclopment of our manufac- 
turing interests to establish our importance. 
Chicago possesses advantages of northwest 
population, a thickly-settled surrounding 
country and railroad advantages. Our agri- 
cultural resources are not so great, but our 
manufacturing interests are what we make 
them. The improvement of the city is a big 
feature, and we must look to our streets. 
Ourtaxution is limited by the city charter, 
but we might adopt some system for bor- 
rowing, say $1,000,000. That would go a 
great way toward paving the main thorough- 
tares with cranite. The wholesale thorouch- 
fares require it, and in no case should mac- 
agam be used any more. Weshould bave an 
ordinance limiting the loading capacity of 
coal and other heavy wagons,and a regula- 
tion for width of tire. Some coal wagons 


Such a system destroys our streets.” 

D. K. Ferguson, president of the Me- 
chanics’ Bank, said: **No advantage woud 
accrue to business interests by the publica- 
tion of the tigures. The Commercial Club 
has several matters under consideration, the 
improvement of tie streets, the development 
of manufacturing interests, the coal and coke 
andiron interests, fuel supplies, ete. St. Louis 
is alive, and every advantage will be 
taken of her natural resources. We are not 
in a comatose condition, but there are many 
thingsto be done here. The streets could be 
paved with granite from a mountain close at 
band but the city ordinance limits the taxa- 
tionand a money difficulty is presented. 
However, that matter will engage the elub’s 
attention with other features in October. 
That organization works in theinterest of the 
city and itisa benefitto the representative 
interests here.” 

S.J. Kennard said: “lt should be opposed 
to the publication of any statement that 
would preach our inferiority to our neigh- 
bors. I say that in no conservative spirit, 
bowever. We need to stir up here if we 
wish to compete with other centers of indus- 
try and commerce. As tothe s'‘reets there 
can be but ove opinion: they are shocking, 
and the charter holds us down in the wav of 
tuxation sothat we cannot go to work and 
improve them now. The deplorable condi- 
tion of the streets isa serious drawback to 
St. Louis business generally.’’ 

Chas. E. Barney. of theftirm of Scruggs, 
Vandervoort & Barney, remarked: “T[ wil! 
say this: business is most seriously affected 
by the condition of our streets. Something 
should be done, Sut I cannot say what would 
be the best plan. This is a matter that eon- 
cerbs every interest centered in St. Louis, 
and our welfare depends in « creat measure 
upon it.’? 

Mr. Kingsland, of the Kingsland & Fercuson 
[Iron Works, said: **We have looked too much 
tothe Southwest for our trade, and Chicago 
hes takenour trade north of us. We need to 
stirupa little. Itis bigh time.”

PROBABLE MURDER. 


Peyton Likely to Die Fromthe Wounds 
Inflicted by Parker. 


A cutting affray, which will probably resuit 
in a murder, occurred near the corner of 
Fifth street and Christy avenue at 
1:20 o'clock this morning. Officer 
Tom Bova, who was patrolling 
the beat, heard a cry of watch, and 
running *up to the place mentioned found 
Mike Peyton, a baker, lying on the ground 
with «a slash across his stomach. 
fe was almost disembowled and 
looked as thougb be would die any 
minute. Somebody standing near pointed 


out the way. The man who did the cutting 
had gone, and Johnny Parker, a well-known 
hard case, Was arrested around on Washing- 
ion avenue. He acknowledged that he 
bad stabbed Veyten, giving as a 
reason that the latter had tried 
to *“*down’’ him. Parker was drunk and 
obstreperous and fought all the way tothe 
Third District Station. The wounded man 
was taken tothe hospital in a dying condi- 
tion. At ll o’clock this morning 
a telegram was received at the 
Third District Station! stating that Peyton 
was very low and might die at any time. 
Parker was then sent down to _ the 
hospital! in charge of an of- 
ficer, in order that Peyton 
might identify him and also make his dying 
statement. The prisoner bas been charged 
with murder before, baving killed a man 
numed O’Toole ata ball on North Second 
street about four vears ago. | 

‘The parties involvedin the row have bad 
recoids. Mike Peyton was in limbo last 
May charged with a deadly assault on Ber- 
nard Cassidy at the Artisans’ Hotel 
on Main street. Frank Peyton was in on the 
sume charge. and his case is now before the 
Cyiwinal Court. The charge in Mike’s case 
wis scaled down to assault and battery,and he 
served a brief term. Charles Peyton, another 
brother, was only released from jail a few 
days ago, being confined for malicious tres- 
pass. John Parker, who cut Peyton, belongs 
to the same class. He has been in numerous 
affrays. A grand jury’ investigated his 
connection with the murder of O’Toole, who 
was killed ata dancein Second street some 
vears ago. O’Toole received his death- 
wound after the lights had been turned out, 
and only one witness, the dead man’s wife, 
could testify that Parker did 
the cutting. kor this reason 
the prosecution against him was dropped. 
Paiher is a small man, but a great fighter. 
He carries around only the part of a nose, 
the rest of it having been madea meal of in 
one of his numerous encounters. He has also 
served aterm inthe penitentiary for grand 
larceny. 

Sergeant Sullivan took Johnny Parker 
down to see Peyton at the hospital this morn- 
ine. Peston immediately reoognized him 
and said, “Johnny. yon know you cut me.’ 
Jobnny shook hands wth him, but 
denied it. At the station Parker 
said, “Il was so drunk last night 
that I bardly know what happened. 
We took a arink and then came out in front 
of the saloon apd then got toslugging. IT was 
knocked down, and I got out and skinned 
mv knuckles. [ had no knife; never carried 
one, and | swear to God I never eut Mike. | 
did not run away. I was too drunk to do 
so, and Mike was as drunk as I was. 
There were two friends of Mike’s along with 
the party, but Ldon’t know who they were.” 
dhis afternoon Dr. Lean savs that he has 
seen men recover whose injuries ,were as 
severe as Pevton’s, but that he thinks the 
latter isin an extremely critical condition.

WAKING UP. 


The Good Work the Commercial 
Club is Doing. 


- — 
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What Representative Men Say of St. 
Louis and Its Progress. 


nl 


Great interest is manifested in business cir- 
cles with reference to the comparative state- 
ment of Chicago and St. Louis commercial, 
industrial,municipal and other resources pre- 
pared from the returns of one year for the 
Commercial Club of this city. The arti- 
cle in last evening’s Post-DISPATCH 
bearing upon this subject, the 
first publication of the matter, was the theme 
of discussion this morning among merchants, 
manufseturers, bankers and business men 
generally. Some anxiety was expressed on 
all sides touching the publication of the com- 
parative statistics, although there was an 
eager desire on the part of those not identi- 
fied with the Commercial! Bureau or Club 
to ol: tain a glance at the figures. 

It isthe plan or purpose of the club to 
preserve secrecy in the matter for the pres- 
ent, but an appeal is likely to be made in 
October by the Immigration Society for funds 
to p:omete measures forthe development of 
the countrv surrounding St. Louis, and an 
array of figures compiled from the Com- 
mercial Club’s statistics showing the volume 
of business to the ratio of population 
surrounding the two cities Chicago and St. 
Louis will then be presented, which wiil 
show clearly the advantage of surrounding 
population possessed by Chicago. The facts 
in tbis way will crop out, but the printing- 
house entrusted with the work of: preparing 
the tables is under heavy bonds not 
to divulge one word of _ information 
in the matter, and the public 
will not be enlightened by the compilers of 
the statemert until the fall, when an appeal 
to purse strings will be in order. 

Rufus J. Lackland, President of the Boat- 
men’s Saving Bank, said to a Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter this morning: *‘I am a mem- 
ber of the Commercial Club. It is composed 
of sixty men_ representing all the 
different interests here. We meet every 
month and discuss the various matters affect- 
ing the development of St. Louis business. 
We do not admit the press, and the club’s 
work is not advertised through the newspa- 
pers, but the business interests of St. Louis 
enyage its exclusive attention nevertheless, 
and itis wcrking for the public good all ths 
time. During these summer months nothing 
can be done, for our members are away 
from the city, but we shall all get to b«isiness 
again in October, and any matter that should 


provenient of the city or the development of 
business willthen be brought to the atten- 
tion of the press. As lo this comparative 
statement of Chicago and St. Louis 
business, I have not looked into the figures 
therein very closely, but the business men of 
St. Louis are not deceived. They knew pret- 
ty well where we stand and acknow!edge the 
corn. Of course it is absurd to overrate our 
importanca and our wealth and ourresources. 
The solid men here, however, are not led 
awav by all this kind oftalk and print. Fair 
advantace has been taken of our natural re- 
sources after all, and I look chiefly in the fu- 
ture to the development of our manufac- 
turing interests to establish our importance. 
Chicago possesses advantages of northwest 
population, a thickly-settled surrounding 
country and railroad advantages. Our agri- 
cultural resources are not so great, but our 
manufacturing interests are what we make 
them. The improvement of the city is a big 
feature, and we must look to our streets. 
Ourtaxution is limited by the city charter, 
but we might adopt some system for bor- 
rowing, say $1,000,000. That would go a 
great way toward paving the main thorough- 
tares with cranite. The wholesale thorough- 
fares require it, and in no case should mac- 
agam be used any more. Weshould have an 
ordinance limiting the loading capacity of 
coal and other heavy wagons,and a regula- 
tion for width of tire. Some coal wagons 
carry as much as five tons ona narrow tire. 
Such a system destroys our streets.” 

D. K. Ferguson, president of the Me- 
chanics’ Bank, ssid: **No advantage wouid 
accrue to business interests by the publica- 
tion of the figures. The Commercial Club 
has several matters under consideration, the 
improvement ef tie streets, the development 
of manufacturing interests, the coal and coke 
andiron interests, fuel supplies, ete. St. Louis 
is alive, and every advantage will be 
taken of her natural resources. We are not 
in a comatose condition, but there are many 
thingsto be done here. The streets could be 
paved with granite from a mountain close at 
band but the city ordinance limits the taxa- 
tionand a money difticulty is presented. 
However, that matter will engage the club’s 
attention with other features in October. 
That organization works in theinterest of the 
city and itisa benefitto the representative 
interests here.”’ : 

S.J. Kennard said: “I should be opposed 
to the publication of any statement that 
would preach our inferiority to our neigh- 
bors. I say that in no conservative spirit, 
bowever. We need to stir up here if we 
wish to compete with other centers of indus- 
try and commerce. As tothe s‘reets there 
can be but ove opinion: they are shocking, 
and the charter holds us down in the wav of 
taxation sothat we cannot go to work and 
improve them now. The deplorable condi- 
tion of the streets isa serious drawback to 
St. Louis business generally.’’ 

Chas. E. Barney. of thetirm of Seruges 
Vandervoort & Barney, remarked: “| will 
say this: business is most seriously affected 
by the condition of our streets. Somethine 
should be done, Sut I cannot say what would 
be the best plan. This is a matter that eon- 
cerns every interest centered in St. Louis, 
and our welfare depends in « creat measure 
upon it.” 

Mr. Kingsland, of the Kingsland & Fercuson 
[Iron Works, said: **We have looked too much 
tothe Southwest for our trade, and Chicago 
hes takenour trade north of us. We need to 
stirup alittle. [tis bigh time.”

For the Mayor Has Authorized Only Nine 
Hidden Arsenals,. 


For the benefit of a questioner in yester- 
day’s PosT-DISPATCIHiit may be stated that 
there are just nine permits out bearing the 
Mayor’s signature and conferring authority 
to carry arms for,a limited period of time. 
Thus far Mr. Ewing has found time to make 
personal investigation of applications for 
privileges of this kind and to sign his own 
name when the permit was granted. 

Nobody but a Mayor knows the pressure 
brought to bear to obtain these permits., The 
average American citizen insists on having a 
hip-pocket in his pants, and when it is tere 
he doesn’t seem to be happy unless there is a 
pistol stuck in to wear a hole in the seat and 
perhaps shoot bhimintheheel. Mr. Lwing 
says he is not prepared to assert that if the 
question was taken to the Supreme Court the 
Constitution of the United States would 


not be construed to confer this to 
many people inestimable privilege of 
CARRYING A WEAPON. 

Still, as loxg as the question has not been 
passed upon, and the ordinances provide 
stringent punisnment for carrying conceaied 
weapons, he proposes that they shall not be 
made nu)! and void by his action. The nine 
permits issued are on indorsements that can- 
not be questioned. They are for men who act 
as trusted messengers for financial iustitu- 
tions, and who are daily carrying large sums 
of money from one part of the city to another. 
In one or two cases, Watchmen whose duties 
are in East St. Louis, and whose families live 
on this side, are authorized to carry weapons 
in going to and from work. 

Some curious reasons are given the Mayor 
by the applicants for permits. A well-dressed 
and very respectable young man came in one 
day last week and asked for the desired

asked the Mayor.

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The New Comet. 
From the New York Sun. 

The new comet is beginning to show a very 
rapid development, and there is good reason 
to expect that it will become a brilliant o}- 
ject. On Sunday evening it was well seen 
before the moon rose, its tail being traceable 
for a distance of about two degrees. Yester- 
day morning, despite the presence of the 
moon, the comet shone yet more conspicu- 
ouslv. It was very close to the star Theta in 
the Great Bear. This star has a companion 
close by, and it required a keen eve to see 
the two stars and the comet as three sep- 
arate objects. The comet’s tail, however, 
rave to the whole group a misty look that at 
once distinguished it from any star. With 
the telescope the scene Was beautiful. <A 
low magnifying power. With an erecting eye- 
piece, showed the two stars, which differ but 
little in brightness. though markedly in color, 
well separated, and the comet a little below 
making a triangle with them. Its tail 
stretched upward, passing midway between 
the stars, and extending for some distance 
hevond. The tail shows some evidences ef 
being brighter on the forward edge, and on 
Sunday evening it seemed to be slightly 
curved, indicating that this comet belongs to 
the sword-shaped variety. The sword- 
shaped comets, of which that of 1858 was a 
splendid specimen, are, for manifest reasons, 
the ones that have spread the most terror 
through the world, and they have generally 


been the most brilliant.

Attempted Suicide of David B. 
Beatty in Hast St. Louis. 


The Charge of a Negro Girl Leads Him 
to Shoot Himseli,. 


East St. Louis was throwninto a state of 
excitement this morning over the attempted 
suicide of David B. Beatty, the well known 
shoe merchant of Broadway. The cause of 
the rash act was a case of bastardy brought 
against him by a negro girl named Lizzie 
Stephenson, which was to be _ tried 
in one of the Justices’ courts 
on next Friday. Affidavitsof the girl and 
ofa dozen negroes sworn to before Maurice 
F. Tissier, a notary public, prove that Mr. 
Beatty was wholly innocent of the charge 
brought against him, and that the suit was a 


scheme to extort monéy from him. For the 
jast twenty-four hours previous to the 
shooting Mr. Beatty was in excellent spirits, 
laughing and joking over the charge, and 
picturing the disappointment of the girl and 
the discomfiture of her attorney, when 
the courts would exonerate him. At 4:30 
this morning he crossed the river and opened 
his store, Which was remarked as very un- 
usual by those who saw him, as the usual 
opening was 6 o’clock: Mrs. Sterney, re- 
siding next door, had a conversation with 
him previous to the shooting, but noticed 
notbing unusual in his demeanor. At 
precisely tifteen minutes to 6. o’clock 
she heard a noise in the shoe-store, 
but, thinking it boxes falling, paid 
no attention till she saw the crowd rushing 
in tpat direction, Hurrying down stairs, she 
fottnd Beatty iving on the pavement in front 
of the store With a stream of blood flowinz 
from bis breast. A smoking thirty-two cali- 
berrevolver on alittle stand nearthe door 
told the tale. John Subert anda few of the 
neighbors rushed to the prostrate but con- 
scious form and carried him in 
the store, His ouly expressions were, “I 
shot myself, 1] shot myself; Fiannagan and 
the St. Louis evening hand-bill killed me.” 
Flannagan is the negro woman’s attorney and 
harassed Beatty considerably over the proba- 
ble results of the trial. The hand-bill gave a 
very unfair and partial account of the rela- 
tions with .the negro woman, which 
preyed on Mr. Beatty’s mind and 
greatly preiudiced his cause anda in- 
jured his business. When laid on a bed in his 
store, his tirst request Was that Father O’Hal- 
loran, the Catholic priest, be sent for. Father 
©’Halloran being sick, Father Koenig re- 
sponded,and administered the lastsacraments 
of the Catholic Church. Dr. Gregory was 
dispatched for, and pronounced the chances 
of recovery very slender, but still entertained 
hopes. ‘The bullet entered the breast below 
the left nipple and ranged upwards, 
tg about half an inch from. the 
eart and lodging somewhere in 
the back. The action was premeditated and 
seems to have upset his mind. When the shot 
was fired he was lying on the floor a short 
distance from the door. He arose, laid the 
pistolinashelf nearby and walked to the 
pavement, where he fell. His mother, sister, 
brother and his aflianced,Annie Sullivan, 
soon arrived from St. Louis, and a heart- 
rending seene followed. The whole family 
were wild with grief, and their lamentations 
drew tears from the whole assemblage, in- 
cluding some of the police who were 
intimate acquaintances of Mr. Beatty before 
bis troubles. A man from the street that 
treated the victim so cruelly arrived, and the 
manner in which he was thrown out of that 
store excited the admiration of the dense 
crowd that assembled on Broadway. Mr. 
seatty continually exclaimed, ‘‘] amtinnocent 
ef the charge brought against me,’ and not 
one of the large crowd that surrounded the 
injured man doubted his statement or failed 
to sympathize with his relatives. 

In a very short time he wasto be married 
to Annie Sullivan, an interesting young lady 
ofst. Louis, andthe thought of the manner 
in Which she would look upon his alleged 
criminal connections witha negro girl was 
nota little help to unbalancing his mind.

It is sometimes urged that a city is best 
adapted to technical and protessional schools, 
and that children should be sent abroad to 
sone quiet, sequestered spot where, under 
the gentle influence of nature and the paren- 
tal direction of aged teachers, they can de- 
velop their faculties.

The great sin of the present age is 
that of parents shirking the responsibility of 
educating their sons by sending them away to 
what are called tamily schools before their 
habits, physical, mental and moral, have 
been formed. No boy should be persuaded to 
leave the protecting parental roof until he is 
capable ot taking care of himself, andthattime 
is se]dom reached before the age of 18 years, 
and often not until later. Boys up to this age 
need a mother’s infiuence as a safecuard 
against the temptations of life, and nothing 
can take its place. Hence the folly, we 
might say crime, of those who 
mere striplings to distant so-called home 
schools. In nine cases out of § ten 
a child loses that respect for his parents’ au- 
thority which is so essential in the manage- 
mentof youth, and thisisanatural conse- 
quence, forthe responsibility is shifted from 
parents toteachbers. Manyafather has been 
made to feel Keenly the pangs of lack of rev- 
erence whichis due from his sons, on ac- 
count of this pernicious practice which some 
adopt of leaving to others the entire educa- 
tion of their children. 

St. Louis affords excellent opportunities for 
good privateinstitutions at which may be ob- 
tained as thorough an education as far asit 
goes as can be secured elsewhere, and we
